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Flower Hour’s journey to the big 
screen has been incredible and 
improbable. | was there when the 
idea was generated. It was 
November 2019, four months before 
the pandemic began. We had 
watched a compilation of CGI shorts 
from the 1980’s, and liked the idea 
of making a compilation of short 
films using a variety of techniques 
from a large pool of creatives. 
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The one-minute films added together 
for a complete one hour piece has its 
roots in a drinking game called Power 
Hour. Power Hour is a movie, 
wherein at the end of each minute, 
the scene would change and 
everyone would have to drink some 
beer. There are many different 
versions of Power Hour on YouTube. 
Some are just 60 one-minute clips of 
SpongeBob or The Simpsons or of 
dogs playing. We wanted our project 
to be a higher quality version of this; 
a film that would feel equally at home 
at a college party as well as an art 
house theater. 
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Production started off well enough. 
Scripts were made, ideas pushed 
forward, but our short films were 

being produced slowly and with long 
breaks in between. We didn't have 

the time or creative drive to make a 
large pool of films, even with all of 

the creatives involved. 
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It wasn't until mid-March 2020, when 
the weather was warming and news 
of the pandemic broke that our 
creative juices really started flowing. 
The project slowly morphed into an 
outlet to creatively release my built- 
up frustrations and extra energy 
from dealing with the pandemic into 
these one-minute projects. 
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They were a way for us to socialize, 
collaborate and stave off the 
boredom we all experienced during 
those early days when everything 
was closed. 


As we rolled into the summer of 2020, 
it became a weekend activity. It was 
our bar, our club, and our church. We 
got to catch up with friends, bring in 
family members or just hang out and 
edit our creations. Through this 
project, I've come to appreciate art 
and see collaboration in a new way. 
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I've come to see Art as my religion. 
To me, art at its core is creation, and 
in making art, we are closest to our 
own creator. We engage in art fora 
variety of reasons; to understand our 
relationship with our creator and the 
world around us, but also 
understand ourselves. We are the 
only species on this planet that has 
the power to consciously create, 
which in itself is incredible. 


Art shouldn't just be something 
meant to be consumed and studied, 
it should be made for its own sake. 
Humanity is an art project, and our 
actions are the paintbrush. 





Even your single act of coming to 
this show is art. A shared experience 
creates friendships and fosters 
growth. Hell, parties are art. Art is in 
the word ‘party’.
